fall to thresh out a tariff hill, 
T h e situation was so strained be­ 
tween the houses at the closing late 
yesterday that th e house 
recessed 
without 
the courtesy of in form Dig 
th e seuate of its action. 
Such dis 
te gard of th e closing formalities is 
extremely u nusua l and gives indica­ 
tion of what h itte r warfare may be 
expected when th e senate revises the 
house tariff hill as senate leaders 
have promised. 
The g row ing hate 
of 
the 
two 
houses for one a n o t h e r date* back to 
th e sta rt of th e session. 
The house 
refused to organise m any of its co m ­ 
m ittees ami thereby held up much 
senate legislation. 
T h e senate In turn adopted and 
fought with the house for a m onth 
over the d ebe nture or tariff bounty 
plan of farm relief. 
The house con­ 
tended tin* s e n a t e Invaded it* pre- 
logative in e n a c tin g such legislation 
and refused even to 
consider 
th e 
deb e n tu re am endm ent, which was a 
stro n g affront to t h e senate. 
T h ro u g h o u t tile two month s' s p e ­ 
cial session, hot 
words 
were 
ex­ 
changed bak an d 
forth, 
revealing 
animosities and perhaps 
jealousies 
over leadership, far beyond th e usual 
friendly rivalries. 
The house sw allow ed tho se n ate ’s 
recess resolution only afte r a dispute 
and then decided it would reces* u n ­ 
til September 22 and do no business 
u ntil October, alth o u g h th e senate 
r e tu r n s August 19. 
Impartial leaders believe th e s it u ­ 
ation is growing ripe for a fight to 
tile finish bet wen tile 
tw o 
houses 
over their au thority.

P resident Hoover’s crime commission, who are lo investi- 
gate the whole problem, not only how to Ix'tter to enforce the lHth 
amendment, but the violation of other laws, will do well to study 
the British system, of which most of the eminent legal lights on 
the commission are well informed, says the St. Cloud Daily Jour- 
nal-Press. 
An expert writing on the less crime in England compared 
with the United States, says that Scotland Yard is the most ef­ 
fective preventive, composed of highly trained criminal chasers, 
and when a crime is committed in any portion of that country 
these experts are given the task of running down the criminals. 
Dependence is not placed on the local officers of tin* smaller com­ 
munities who naturally leek skill and training. 
Scotland Yard men are naturally well informed as to tile 
criminal population, and when a crime is committed they usually 
make speedy arrests. 
Back of Scotland Yard are the courts, and on this point the 
expert says: 
“In English courts evasion, technicalities and red tape*, de­ 
signed to cloud the* facts, are unknown. 
Immediately on com m is­ 
sion of a crime, expert detectives are given the evidence and in 
most cases find the criminal. He is immediately tried, sentenced 
and adequately punished.” 
The Unitde States being a much larger country and having 
no detective agency so well equipped as Scotland Yard, has to de­ 
pend largely on the police forces of the various cities and of the 
sheriffs of the many counties. • Theft is not the concentration of 
authority or of training. 
The American laws, when attacked by clever attorneys, afford 
many ways of delay, and the underworld cult have thi* shrewdest 
attorneys that money can hire. 
First America lacks un efficient detective force, and second 
when criminals are arrested, there is too often long delays in 
bringing them to trial, and when convicted in the lower courts, 
appeals are taken from court to court to delay the serving of sen­ 
tences, and many have been the escapes of the criminal through 
legal technicalities. 
Banditry is even more a menace than bootlegging, and no 
city has been able to suppress it, for obvious reasons. 
This crime commission can perform a most valuable help to 
the country by some well defined and practical revision of our 
criminal codes, to make detection of crime more certain and con­ 
viction more sure. 
England has shown the way.

MAKE PUNISHMENT SI RE ANI) SWIFT 


P r e s id e n t H o o v e r’s crime commission, who are to investi­ 
gate the whole problem, not only how to better to enforce the* 18th 
amendment, but the violation of other laws, will do well to study 
the British system, of which most of the eminent legal lights on 
the commission are well informed, says the St. Cloud Daily Jour- 
nal-Press. 
An expert writing on the; less crime in England compared 
with the United States, says that Scotland Yard is the most ef­ 
fective preventive, composed of highly trained criminal chasers, 
and when a crime is committed in any portion of that country 
these experts are given the task of running down the criminals. 
Dependence is not placed on the local officers of the smaller com­ 
munities who naturally lack skill and training. 
Scotland Yard men are naturally well informed as to the 
criminal population, and when a crime is committed they usually 
make speedy arrests. 
Back of Scotland Yard are the courts, and on this point the 
expert says: 
“In English courts evasion, technicalities and red tape, de­ 
signed to cloud the facts, are unknown. 
Immediately on commis­ 
sion of a crime, expert detectives are given the evidence and in 
most cases find the criminal. 
He is immediately tried, sentenced 
and adequately punished.” 
The Unitde States being a much larger country and having 
no detective agency so well equipped as Scotland Yard, has to de­ 
pend largely on the police forces of the various cities and of the 
sheriffs of the many counties. • There is not the concentration of 
authority or of training. 
The American laws, when attacked by clever attorneys, afford 
many ways of delay, and the underworld cult have the shrewdest 
attorneys that money can hire. 
First America lacks an efficient detective force, and second 
when criminals are arrested, there is too often long delays in 
bringing them to trial, and when convicted in tile lower courts, 
appeals are taken from court to court to delay the serving of sen­ 
tences, and many have been the escapes of the criminal through 
legal technicalities. 
Banditry is even more a menace than bootlegging, and no 
city has been able to suppress it, for obvious reasons. 
This crime commission can perform a most valuable help to 
the country by some well defined and practical revision of our 
criminal codes, to make detection of crime more certain and con­ 
vict ion more sure.
